Tba Cireat Strlka in th« Iiullaaa Coal 
Fieie* Declaroa Off. 

Terrk Hat'te, Ind., Dec. 86.— The 
miners' strike in Indiana has been de- 
clared otf. Th.tt was tliH decision of the 
deletjation convention liere Tluui-day 
afternoon, mid the result was annouii> eii 
Thursday night. Twenty-eight accred- 
ited delegates were present from all 
quarters of the state when the decisivo 
vote was taken. National Vice Presi- 
dent Penna did net arrive till 8 o'dook 
in the afternoon, and his failtire to ar- 
rive greatly delayed the prooeedinn. 

The convention was ostensibly to 
provide more fully for the wants of the 
idle miners, '.mt actually it was destined 
to be a test »f strength oetween the two 
factions, one desixuig to iieep np lli« 
strike till the end, and the other to 
wind up the strike and return to work. 
No other national officer was prssent ex- 
cept Vice Prerideut Penna. 

In an hitervlew with that official he 
said he doubted if National President 
Itae knew the convention had been 
called. All the state officers of the 
miuurs were present, and State President 
Cunmiesky was in the chair. There Was 
much excitement when a motion to de- 
clara the strike off was ptit. and the de- 
Iwto was heated and acnmonious. 

A strong minority fought against the 
strike being declarea eH. The vote waf^ 
17 to 11 to end the strike, and the great 
hfrike of th Indiana miners begun with 
tlie apprnlMttion of tho national offlcerf 
wasoffiriHll'. r«v()kt>d. A resolution de- 
claring all existing oontracts with the 
operators in forco was adopted, and 
heuoa the scale in existence at tho timn 
of the strike, and which tho operator.* 
claimed the miners had broken loith on, 
is once mon* reinstated. The miners 
will return to the idle shafts next Mon- 
dav.

BtevolatlonUts n«reate<l and Drl««a Ittle 

Texas. 

Saro OKI. NokTi;, Tex., Dec. 26. 
Plutarco Ornelas, Mexican coucul in 
this dty. yesterday received a telegram 
from General Lorenn Garcia, who 
commands the Mexican troops in the 
field in Northern Mexico, which states 
that the detachment of Garza's men 
who escaped across the border and were 
routed by Captain Bonrke. encountered 
Mexican'troops near Mier Weilnesdav 
and a sharp and decisive battle ensued, 
in which Ijoth sidee enstuined consider- 
able loss, the number killed and injured 
not being Kiven, The defeated revolu- 
tionists made their way immediately 
at^Tosd the bjrder into Texas. 

There is a general shifting of United 
Btateu troojis ttiking place all along t hu 
river between Brownsrille and Eagle 
Pass. Captain H. W. Weseells, of the 
Third cavalry, is guarding a crossing 
near the latter place with a number of 
Boldien. 

Captain Bourke is skiruiishing along 
the river near Laredo, while several de- 
tachments are located at orossings l)e- 
tween Rio Grande City and Browns- 
ville. The troops of the Third cavalry 
left here by special train yesterday 
morning. The Mexican government is 
Kteatiy ^-orked up ereir the serioiiu itate 
of atfairs. 

Oarria Talks to HU M«a. 

San Aktomm, Tex., Dec. 26.— The 
only Information reoeived at the mili- 
tiuy departnent headonarters here from 
the scene of the rerolQtionary troubbs 
along the Bio (Grande border was a di«- 
uatch to A sistant Adjatost General 
Martim from John B. Johnson, of the 
Third caviUry, which stated that he had 
just returned frem Fort Brown after a 
three days suoating trip up the rirer en 
the Texas side. None of Garda's men 
were encom tered and none are believed 
to have crossed ever into Texas along 
that portion of the border recently. 

In a telegram to General Stanley Cap- 
tain Bourke etates that Ghircia made a 
HT)e«ch to his followers at Los Ai;gel«s, 
lex., ill which he asserted that the pref- 
ent rampaicrn would be dbmpletely sue 
cessful, and after he had overthrown th<' 
administrati u of President Diaz he 
would insist that part of Texas be addr 
to Mexico, .ie bad also told his iru -i 
that if he ca?rt get supplies anywhei 
else when in Texas they can oapiiiv* 
Fort Ringgold and get pl enty. 

From AaotUor Sonroo. 

Averts, Deo. 96.— InformaticlB bs.' 
been received from Mexican ofiScialn 
that the gong of outlaws who had the 
brush with the United States troops 
near Bio Grande Cay cr.Mscd IntQ Mex- 
ico, where they were ui»t by Mexican 
troops. The bandits were worsted and 
retreated tc .vard the river. The Mexi- 
can general informed the United States 
military authoritiee that the intention 
of the gang was to croes at Bamie. The 
troops were ordered out at Fort Ring- 
gold and Fon Brown to intercept them. 
There are wild rumors of a scheme by 
Garcia to capture Ringgold and also an 
intended attack on that post, but they 
are not credited. 

There is much dissatisfactie^i among 
the Mexican troops and several consid- 
erable bodies of them are reported to 
have revolted a nd joined Garcia.

Laredo, Tex., Dec. 36.— The report is 
current here that Catarino Garda wut 
killed yesterdav hi an engagement with 
Captain Bardie's oommand, between 
Laredo and Garris*, bat nothing au- 
thentic can be ascertained. Tlieoom- 
manding oiBoer at Fort Molhtcehlias 
received no official oonflrmation ef the 
report.
